Tanbara Gisaburo who was hanged for the murder of Captain 


Jacobsen last Friday, is said to have a history of his life written and 
published for the benefit of the world in general. Rev. Mr. Motokawa, 
the Japanese Christian minister who was Tanbara's spiritual adviser, 
is to be the author and he is now engaged in the preparation of the 
work, which will be issued in two or three weeks. 


The history of Tanbara's life will not be a long one. He was only 


nineteen years of age at the time of his execution and not a great 
deal of interest could have happened in these nineteen short years. He 
was born in Japan, and was converted to Christianity at the age of 
fourteen, he said, though it became necessary for Mr. Motokawa to 
convert him again after he had committed the murder and was await- 
ing sentence of death in Oahu Prison. Tanbara was only about sixt'ien 
or seventeen years of age when he shipped at Yokohama for Portland, 
Oregon,'on a sailing vessel. At Portland he shipped on the Fred. J. 
Wood for China and it was on that vessel that he killed Captain Jacob- 
sen. 
This in brief is the life story of the boy as it is known in Hono- 


lulu. What he has told the Rev. Mr. Motokawa in addition to this 
is not known. Probably he confided to the minister many things which 
he would not tell in court or on the scaffold. 


The biographv of Tanbara Gisaburo is to be published in the Jap- 


anese language, though it will also probably be translated into the Eng- 
lish as well 
Mr. Motokawa has been around getting subscriptions 


to pay for the publication of the book from Japanese residents, who 
took an interest m Tanbara while he was- in prison 
He is reported to 


have met with much success, and not only will be able to raise suffi- 
cient for the printing but has also received a good many orders for 
the book.

Editor Advertiser—A communication, published in. yesterday's 


Advertiser, presented a new and important poaBBJof the late disbarment 
proceeding!). 
It showed that Ae lawyers convicted had been inves- 


tigated at their own request, but for which they might have remained 
unaseailed, and that this might seem to indicate a low average at the 
Honolulu bar. 
Such an inference, however, was forcibly and justly 


repelled—and a constant and searching adherence to the American 
standard of professionaT honor advocated. 


I concur in these views. 
The convicted lawyers appealed to 


Caesar, and evidently supposed that the conception of practice which 
existed among themselves and among the very few who are in the same 
category would be applied. 
But they were mistaken. 
The .Supreme 


Court firmly upheld the American standard, which also exists in Great 
[Britain and her colonies and dependencies. 
This action tended di- 


rectly towards the Americanization of the Hawaiian Islands, while it 
involved no disparagement of the numerous able and honorable law- 
yers, who have dignified practice under the governmenta that preceded 
annexation. 
— 


The decisions, however, were fair notice that a halt will be called 


in the disreputable methods of a few practitioners, who have made 
£0 much noise and confusion that a TnaW"Tii might be duped into the 
belief that they represented the average local administration, of the 
law. 
Fidelity to clients is the watchword of honest and capable law- 


yers. 
But there are also other propositions equally applicable, and 


only lees important. 
Jurists of high position avoid the witness stand, 


unless imperatively called there. 
They do not pervert conversations 


in their own office or in other private places, and manufacture testi- 
mony for their own ends. 
They are self-contained, self-reliant, con- 


sistent, and always impressed with a sense of responsibility. 
They 


.are not conceited, arrogant, bad-tempered and changeable. 
In or out 


of court, and especially in their own chambers, they are not tyrants 
•or bullies, using the language of the slums. 
They respect witnesses, 


and in doing so respect themselves. 
They are not led into the delu- 


sion that the strength of an advocate is proved by the virulence and 
number of his epithets. 
They would be annoyed and chagrined to 


read in the published report of a Supreme Court decision: *1 would 
not convict a cat of stealing cream on the evidence offered," and 
•would make shrewd conjectures as to the source from which such an 
expression was derived. 
They are not Paul Prys, using detective 


methods to explore every man's business, except their own. 
They do 


not disparage their professional brethren, and use under-handed meth- 
ods to steal or divert their practice. 
~ 


In short the American conception of a lawyer, is that he should 


be an educated, specially trained, and honorable gentleman, fit to 
receive the most sacred confidences of life, with absolute certainty that 
they will not be abused, not using his knowledge and his opportunities 
to speculate upon weakness or ignorance, but rendering a full equiva- 
lent for his fees. 
The Latin word "honorarium" expresses the noblo 


sense in which his compensation has been understood, in ancient as 
well as in modern times. It has been observed in many communities 
that even pettifoggers are restrained and modified by the pressure of 
average legal character. 


These are the suggestions of the late Supreme Court decisions, 


which are broad enough and drastic enough to elevate the law in the 
Territory and to supply an example worthy of imitation in all Ameri- 


communities.

AN OLD-TIME ROBBERY OF 


HONOLULU CUSTOM HOUSE 


Two people were having a little argument yesterday as to where 


the jewels stolen from Mrs. Sam Parker had gone to and the likelihood 
of their ever being discovered, when an old-timer appeared. 


"Honolulu," he said, "has never been the scene of any very groat 


robberies, and I think that the first big robbery that occurred in these 
lelaadfi was about aa large a one as has been known here since. 


"On a Monday morning in, March, 1858, this community was 


startled by an announcement that the Custom House had been robbed 
of tome $10,000. 
As told at that time the story of the robbery was 


to the effect that Mr. Warren Goodale, the then Collector of Customs, 
had in his office a small iron safe, in which it was his custom to place 
the moneys received as dues until they should later be removed to a 
bi{? vault in another portion of the Custom House or to the Govern- 
ment Treasury. 
The key of this safe he always carried in his pocket. 


HOW SAFE KEY WAS SECURED. 


"Xow in those days I believe that it was customnrv for the Cus- 


tom House offices to be closed on Saturday at noon and not reopened 
until Monday morning. At the time of this happening everything was 
done on the Saturday preceding the robbery as usual. 
The Collector 


locked up and placed the key in his pocket. 
On Sunday morning 


Mr. Goodale took off the trousers he had worn on the preceding day. 
He left them hanging in his bedroom and the key of the Custom House 
safe remained in the pockets of them. 
There they remained during 


the day and when he and his family left home to go to church in the 
evening nothing had been touched. 
Keturm'ng home about ten o'clock 


on that Sunday evening he discovered that his clothes closet had been 
rifled, numerous articles of clothing were missing and among others 
the pair of pants that contained the safe key. 
He found these in the 


yard outside of his home but the key was missing. 
He immediately 


went to the police station. He told his story to Sheriff Swinton, and that 
official and a policeman hastily repaired to the Custom House with 
lm.

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THE LOCAL LABOR QUESTION. 
There IB a vast amount of economic 


nonsense In the cry that "American 
citizens" should be employed ao con- 
tract laborers here by preference to 
foreigners. Of the bind of American 
citizens known on 'the mainland of 
the United States there are none here 
who want Jobs as laborers or would 
take them if offered. The cry of pro- 
test comes from lately enfranchised 
Polynesians most of whom cannot 
speak the tongue that Americans use 
and who belong mainly to the class 
described by the late Ross Browne 
when he eaid that he never saw but 
one Hawaiian doing anything and he 
was falling off a house. 


The truth about the native as a 


manual laborer was publicly told at 
the last meeting of the Builders and 
Traders' Exchange—he is not depend- 
able. He cannot be relied upon to do 
a fair day's work nor to stay by his 
Job until it is finished. Now a con- 
tract means that a certain amount of 
work must be done In a certain space 
of time. If it isn't so done the con- 
tractor loses his pay or forfeits his 
bond. He cannot take chances with 
his labor. He must have men who 
will stand by him until the Job Is done; 
and when, as the fruit of bitter ex- 
perience he turns from the Hawaiian, 
the latter has no right to blame him. 
It is not the contractor who keeps the 
native out of steady work—it is HIM- 
SELF. 


We venture to say that the employ- 


ment of this class of "American citi- 
zens" on public works costs the Ter- 
ritory one hundred thousand dollars 
biennially In labor paid for but not 
performed—say, rathe?. In time wasted. 
This writer has seen many a gang of 
native road "laborers" on duty and 
has estimated that they would be dear 
at forty cents a day. These men do 
not want to work. They had rather 
etarve than go on the plantations 
where no political pull would let them 
take their own time. What they are 
after is the greatest possible pay for 
the least possible labor; and that is 
what they get and give in Territorial 
employ. Unhappily the Territory can- 
not help Itself, but the private con- 
tractor can help himself and naturally 
does so. 
There is a way, nevertheless, for the 


1898 issue of "American citizens" to 
get work anywhere and that is to learn 
to do what they are paid for as well as 
foreigners. They might learn through 
practice on the roads and streets. 


PANAMA CANAL BLOCKED. 


The rejection of the Panama canal 


treaty by the Congress of Colombia, 
marks one more triumph for the Amer- 
ican railroad combine. There is almost 
a moral certainty that the railroads, 
which have made canal bills their spe- 
cial victims in the United States Con 
gress for over twenty years, have cor- 
rupted enough Colombian legislators to 
spoil the chances of Panama for good 
and all. Naturally President Roosevelt, 
acting under the discretionary powers 
conferred upon him by Congress, will 
turn once more to Nicaragua. There, 
as In Panama, he will meet his old 
enemies of the railroad trust, but the 
desire of the people and planters of 
Nicaragua to get a canal is so strong, 
that the legislative body may not dare 
to play the railroad game. 


So far as Hawaii is concerned it 


•would prefer a Nicaraguan to a Pana- 
ma canal. The distance from here is 
less; connections with disease are not 
so good; the great area of calms oft 
the United States of Colombia are 
avoided by vessels going through. The 
work of digging the Nicaragua water- 
way is nothing extraordinary- As to 
route, it traverses the lowest dip of the 
Cordillera between the Arctic ocean 
and Cape Horn, is 170 miles long with 
a total excavation of only twenty- 
eight miles, the rest of the distance 
being free navigation in river and lake. 
A ship can pass from ocean to ocean 
In twenty-eight hours and 22.000 can go 
through in a year, a tonnage of 40,- 
000,000. 
The minimum depth of the 


canal will be thirty feet. 


If the President settles matters with 


Nicaragua the country will sustain 
him. There is no particular choice of 
routes on the mainland 
All the peo- 


ple there want is a canal. 


THE FILIBUSTER BISHOP.

The threat of Bishop WllUa against 


Tongan sovereignty teems to have 
been something more than a bluff. At 
his Instance and those of other British 
residents who do not admire Poly- 
nesian rule, a British High Commis- 
sioner, Sir Thomas Moore Jackeon, has 
gone to Tonga from Fiji to adjust mat- 
ters. On the principle that those whom 
tb«- gods would destroy they first make 
mad, the Tongan government has re- 
fused him a landing on the ground that 
the measles prevail In Fiji where he 
came from. All this, of course, plays 
Into the hands of Bishop Willis and 
h,'a fellow-conspirators against Tongan 
sovereignty and the next we hear a 
British cruiser may come to back the 
Commissioner up and Incidentally put 
an end to the Tongan independence 
which has aroused 
pious wrath.

fight for native independence here and 
his horror at American "rapacity" as 
exhibited in the "cold-blooded scheme 
of annexation," the AC.ertlser will 
watch his proceedings in Tonga with 
the keenest interest One can hardly 
imagine the virtuous old gentleman In 
the role of a "filibuster" despite his 
local fame as a disturber of the peace, 
but there is no telling what may hap- 
pen in the regions south of the equator 
where Shakespeare found his anthro- 
pophagi. What if a Tongan charge 
that Willis had come as a carpet-bag- 
ger, had tried to wrest land from the 
natives and failing had undertaken to 
"steal their country" and beeit backed 
in his nefarious "missionary" attempt 
by another Stevens and another "Bos- 
ton"—what If such a charge, we say, 
should put Bishop Willis on the de- 
fensive? There would be little left to 
his old friends here but tears. Can 
It be that all unconsciously to himself 
his years of contact with the plunder- 
ing missionaries of Hawaii has blunted 
his appreciation of the divJne right of 
the Polynesian to govern wrong?

MOSQUITO MEASURES. 


The Mosquito Committee has its eye 


on Waiklkl, which is a good thing. 
That otherwise attractive part of the 
city has more mosquitoes to the acre 
than any other portion of Honolulu. 
The reason is that it keeps so many 
stagnant ponds, many of which are 
situated In Kapiolani park. 


If the park Is not a mosquito-breeder 


It belles its looks. Murky, *movelese 
water, some of It with a green scum, 
acts the part of ponds and streams. 
What Is needed there is a continuous 
supply of fresh water such as might 
be had from an artesian well, also a 
general cleaning out and clearing up 
of the channels. With good water and 
plenty of gold fish In it there might be 
no necessity of using petroleum. 


The lily pond at the Waikikl Annex 


seems to be well-supplied with flsh al- 
though It Is a disreputable looking 
frog-hole now and may possibly, in the 
shallow parts, where logs, brush and 
other detritus obstruct even the flsh, 
be the breeding-place of the swarms of 
mosquitoes that Infest the neighbor- 
hood. Other lily ponds thereabouts 
need looking Into by the health author- 


It would be a good thing for Waiklkl 


If Its residents would form a neigh- 
borhood committee, on the plan of the 
village improvement- societies of the 
East, and tackle the mosquito ques- 
tion for themselves.. They could keep 
lab on one another. Mr. Damon could 
also do a great work on his Moana- 
lua estate, which breeds mosquitoes 
enough to run a New Jersey summer 
rpRort. We had hoped that he would, 
before this, have shown what can be 
done by a free use of petroleum.

Have Captain of Campaign—Aid in 


Tinkery Riddance. 


An immediate canvass for the sinews 


of war required In the mosquito de- 
stroying campaign is to be made. 


All householders of Honolulu may 


have their empty tin cans taken away 
free of charge^ on Fridays. 


.,_ A competent man Is to be employed, 


•with the least possible delay, to cap- 
tain the crusade against the pest. 


Tie foregoing results are the out- 


•~ .come of a -short meeting held by a 


small contingent of the Citizens' Mos- 
quito Committee held at the Board of 


( Health headquarters yesterday after- 
noon. 


After, half an hour's wait over the 
. appointed hour the following named 
- proceeded to business; Dr. C. B. Coop- 


er, president of the .Board of Health 
and chairman of the ^committee; Dr. 
I*. E. Coter, Chief Quarantine Officer 
of the United States' for this Terri- 
tory; W. E. Rowell, acting 'Assistant 
Superintendent of Public Works; C. H. 
Tracy, City Sanitary 
Officer; Capt 


Sam. Johnson, in charge of the Public 
Works garbage service; P. M. Pond, 
P. B. Helm, F. W. Macfarlane and D. 
I* Van Bine. 


v 
Dr. Cooper announced the object as 


being to get down to a plan of opera- 
tions. Board of Health officers •were 
already working. Means of raising 
funds were to be devised. Somebody 
•was wanted to take the head of the 
movement. Mr. Tracy's hands were 
full of his own duties, but whoever was 
appointed should be under his direc- 
tion so that the movement would have 
authority of the Board of Health. 


Dr. Cofer said there had been much 


talk jover the means of raising funds 
at the time of the rat crusade. 


Mr. Macfarlane thought the first 


•business was to. consider the methods 
to be employed and after that was set- 
tled they would have a better idea of 
what it was going to cost. Though the 
matter was entirely foreign to him he 
was in sympathy with the movement 
The Board of Health should suggest 
, something about the method of start- 
ing in. 


Dr. Cooper replied that the Board 


had already started in by instructing 
the sanitary Inspectors to advise peo- 
ple to clear off empty cans, fill up stag- 
nant pools, cover cesspools, protect 
tanks with wire gauze and treat stand- 
ing water with oil. The inspectors 


- could not do this work themselves but 
- onlv advise householders. 


Mr. Macfarlane spoke of the difficulty 


of filling up ponds from his observa- 
ti€|n at .Wajkijrt. wherej.fox few.o Jt^rs 
material had been going into a pond 
•without producing appreciable effect 
Individuals could do a great deal by 
giving instructions to natives living 
near them. 


Dr. Cooper told of a pool of abomi- 


nation he had discovered at Kakaako 
on a recent can there. 
'• 


Mr. Pond advocated that every divi- 


sion of work should be given to a 
separate committee. There should be 
a problem committee, an investigation. 
a community, a school, and a press 
committee, with effort concentrated up- 
on everv line. 


Mr Van Dine thought committees 


should report to the president of the 
Board of Health to have the work pro- 
ceed In a systematic way. 


Mr. Macfarlane said the work should 


•be under authority of the Board, oth- 
erwise people would not respect the 
movement 


Dr. Cooper anticipated an early 


decadenre of public interest which was 
reason for pushing the work at the 
start 


Mr. Macfarlane held there ought to 


he enough public Interest to ensure the 
funds required. They could at least 
start in on a moderate scale and have 
the smaller nuisances abated first He 
gave an Instance of water left stand- 
Ing In a horse pond for several days 


Captain Johnson said the pay sys-

pointed a committee to direct the cam- 
paign in the schools. 


Dr. Cooper, replying to Mr. •Mac- 


farlane, said the published account of 
a species of mosquito that destroyed j 
the biting kind would be investigated, 
as well as the reported discovery of a 
parasite that got away with the pest. 


Captain Johnson wanted to know 


what about 
appointing a man in 


charge of the campaign. 


Dr. Cooper replied that they 'ought 


to go very slow. He must be a good 
man. The Board of Health should ap- 
point bin;. On motion of Mr. Macfar- 
lane," seconded by Captain Johnson, 
this suggestion was adopted, Dr. Coop- 
er remarking that nothing would be 
done without consulting the commit- 
tee. 


Mr. Pond remarked^ that if the busi- 


ness was going to throw any extra 
work on Mr. Tracy, he ought to "be 
given compensation out of the fund. 


Mr. Van Dine said nobody knew the 


town so well as Mr. Tracy. He moved 
that the chairman be empowered to 
employ some person under the direc- 
tion of the city sanitary officer and 
that this officer receive some compen- 
sation to be fixed by the committee.

SPECIAL INSPECTION. 


During the month my assistant and 


I have made 1,293 inspections and hel-1 
a half hour meeting each morning 
with the inspectors. These Inspections 
represent visits to premises to investi- 
gate sanitary conditions, or are made 
to ascertain the necessity or method 
of remedying conditions, and are usu- 
ally to assist or advise the Inspectors.

BURIAL CONDITIONS BAD. 


I have had considerable difficulty in 


my inspecting of burials, disinter-, 
ments and removals, but have now 
gotten fairly good control over the 
situation. 
Hardly a cemetery was in 


spected but ttiat I found that 
the 


graves were less than six feet deep, 
some being as shallow as three feet. 
The enforcing of the law has shown 
up conditions in several cemeteries 
which should not be allowed to con 
tinue. 
For example, in the cemetery 


at Waikiki water is reached at a depth 
of from four to five and halS feet de- 
pending on the tide, and it Is conse- 
quently necessary to bury in the watei. 
The same condition exla^ in the rear 
half of the Catholic cemetery on Klnjr 


Olona fibre Is of no value commer- 


cially according to a report received 
from the Depa tment of Agriculture by 
Director Jared G. Smith of the United 
States Experiment Station. 


Th« olona fibre grows wild in the 


Olaa district on Hawaii and many 
yean ago was believed to be very val- 
uable. The difficulty has always been 
In obtaining a suitable mechanical ex- 
tractor and the Department finds this 
to be hopeless. The sample of specimen 
of fibre obtained 
from the material 


sent by Director Smith was sent back, 
and It apparently of little value. It 
appears to be very fine but has little 
strength. 
' The Olona le a native name for a 
Hawaiian plant which was much used 
in years gone toy for the manufacture 
of fish lines and nets. These were of 
course made by hand, and the fibre 
was extracted through the same primi- 
tive methods. In the seventies the 
fibre waa exported to Switzerland 
where it was sold to Swiss. Alpine clubs 
it being much in demand because of 
its light weight and great strength. 


The sample obtained by the govern- 


ment Agricultural Department though 
of light weight Is not of- great strength.

CROWDING THE DEAD. 


Again, in digging graves in the dif- 


ferent cemeteries, except the Chinese 
graveyards, it Is glaringly apparent

When submitting the specimens, I 


asked especially to have the nature of 
the gum determined if possible. Their 
report indicates that water-retting ap- 
pears to be the most practicable meth- 
od for dissolving the gum. I fear that 
water-retting is topi-actable from a 
commercial standpoint I forward to 
you- herewith the specimen of fiber 
which they obtained. Fiber of this 
character would have no value for anv 
manufactures so far as I am aware.

CITY BURIALS. 


It la retting toward* time when the 


health authorities must take up the 
question of city burials and settle It 
The need baa long been apparent 
Nearly four years ago the Board ia'sue* 
an order closing the city cemeteries U 
new business—that is to say to the 
burial in them of any but lot-owner* 
and their families who had acquired 
their rights before the order was is- 
sued. 
However, little attention was 


paid to this decree, burials went om 
Indiscriminately and Interest in the 
matter died out, as it had a few yean 
previously, when it was proposed to 
substitute a burial ground on 'Punch- 
bowl for those in the settled districts 
of the town. 


It is only a few months ago that 


the matter came up again. 
Another 


order was issued and then, at the de- 
mand of people Interested in the pres- 
ent cemeteries, it was rescinded. What 
was the result? What but a postpone- 
ment of the inevitable, the taking of 
further public risks, the deprivation 
of the coming dead of privacy in their 
own graves? 


Meanwhile deaths have gone on in 


Honolulu at the rate of from .fifty to 
eighty registered ones per month and 
most of the bodies are being put in 
cemeteries already full. 
Now in dig- 


ging graves three burial places are 
sometimes exposed to make one, let- 
ting jloose no one knows how many 
germs of disease on the community. 
In places the soil is packed with bodies, 
some of them in water which drains 
upon land nearer the sea where people 
live and where vegetables are grown. 
Of course the more bodies, the more ' 
danger, and it is plain that sooner or 
later this cemetery and other burial 
grounds must be closed as a measure 
of, sanitary Importance 
Why not 


do it sooner rather than later? 
Why 


wait until some emergency demands 
summary action? 


Is there no suitable site on govern- 


ment land for new cemeteries which 
will be within reach of the electric car 
and yet not in the way of progress? 


The officers at the Naval Station may

Indeed, as Dr. MeGrew relates, notions of 


the nature and prevalence of loathsome diseases among us are wildly 
exaggerated in many cases. 
And just here in the last analysis is the 


nsurmountable obstacle to our realizing on our goodly array of natural 
attractions. 
People travelling in search of rest and recuperation, as

BOSTON, Mass.. Aug. 7.—Dr. Wil- 


liam Lyman Underwood, the bacterio- 
logist of the Boston Board of Health, 
today announced the discovery of a 
new species of mosquitoes twice the 
size of those that for ages have pester- 
ed humanity, and that has much be- 
sides its size to command it. The new 
bug will not bite or sting; not only that 
but it aides in destroying the species of 
mosquito that does sting, Its larvae 
feasting on that of the pest. The lar- 
vae of the new mosquito will kill quite 
as many of the young or old floating 
in still water as will small fish, which 
have hitherto been considered our 
chief protection against the pest. 


further particulars, sent to the Ad- 


vertiser by Hon. Gorham D. Oilman of 
Boston follow: 


.. Mr. Underwood was up In northern 


Maine last winter, and, as It had got 
abroad that he was Interested In mos- 
quitoes and bugs, his attention was 
called to peculiar-looking specimens of 
larvae that he had never before seen. 
Some of the natives thought it a fly., 
while others declared it was a mos- 
quito. He was called in as a referee. 
He couldn't tell which it was, so he 
brought back about 150 of the larvae 
for purposes of development. 


The larvae were similar in appear- 


ance, although larger, than the larvae 
of the anopheles, or malarial mosquito, 
and were found In.a cold spring neai 
a lumber camp. When he reached home 
he placed his 150 larvae prisoners In 
a gallon of water. Next day ony 49 
of this number were present and ac- 
counted for—that is, accounted for for 
the tune being. He looked for them 
in the bottom of the water, and then 
he came to the conclusion that his lar- 
vae were cannibals. In other words, 
the other 101 were inside the 49. Most 
of these others he reared, and learned 
several interesting things about then_ 
One is that the females do not bite, 
wherein they differ from the females 
of other families of mosquitoes. 
They 


will eat up the larvae of other kinds 
of mosquitoes, however, as he demon- 
strated by putting some 
full-grown 


Underwood mosquitoes and some of 
the larvae of the culex, or common 
mosquito, in a small glass bottle. 


RUSSIAN RELJGIOUS CEREMO- 


NIES. 


• ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 7.—Thfe 
ceremonies at the monastery at Saro2 
promise to be very interesting. 
The 


relics of St. Seraphim will be exposed 
for -adoration after five days of reli- 
gious exercises. These relics have been 
nstalled in a solid silver casket beneath 
a silver baldachin.

arch, who labors unceasingly for the 
welfare of the orthodox Russian peo- 
ple and embraces In his royal love and 
care all of his true subjects of ever/ 
class and condition."
